ENGLAND'S FAITH 
IN THE DOMINION 


Loodon, Masager of Bank of Mon- 
treal Says Canada’s High Credit 
Is Being Maintained 


A vrominent visitor to the city for a 
short time this morning was Fred W. 
Taylor, manager of the London, Env- 
land, office of the Bank of Montreal, 
Mr. Taylor came in over the C.N.R 
in hig private car, and left again f° 
the south by the morning train, ow- 
ing to the disagreeable weather. Few 
men on this or the other side of She 
Atlantic have had a longer or more 


varied experience in financial mat- 
ters than Mr. Taylor. As assistan: 
inspeetor of the bank in Canada 


manager in Chicago, and for the last 
four years head of that great institu. 
tion in the money market of the worl4 
Mr. Taylor’s views on financial mat- 
ters, either here or in England, will 
be well received. 

Asked, in the ‘course of a hurried 
interview, if !:<: would give The Ball>- 
tin a reflection of the feeling in Lom 
don as regards Canadian securities, 
Mr. Tavlor said: 

“There is a feeling and a very 
natural one, too, that Canada has not 
only been a considerable borrowes 
during the past two or three years 
but that:she will continue to be a 
heavy borrower. My answer, there- 
fore, to these remarks has been that 
We are free from criticism so long as 
we avoid offering for sale in Londoa 
securities which are not in the unde- 
sirable class. I alse add that Lon- 
don should be grateful to Canada for 
the opportunity afforded of investing 
in high-class securities on attractive 
terms. Of the many public issues 
made by the Bank of Montreal in 
London, I have been able to tell theia 
that there. is not a single instance on 
record during the long years our bank 
has been established in the heart of 
the empire, where the interest has not 
been paid as it-has fallendue, aud the 
principal at maturity.’ 

“Does the Bank of Montreal ever 
decline making an issue?” was asked. 

“Most assuredly,”’ replied Mr. Tay- 
lor. ‘While we have made very many 
issues in London, we have declined 
many more, and the fact of the band 
doing so has increased our prestige 
very greatly, and most materially as 
sisted us in maintaining Canada’s 
high credit abroads’’ Mr. Taylor fur. 
ther said: “Canada.is now looming up 
in England in a way that woald have 
been considered quite impossible, say 
five or ten years ago, and you can 
easily understand that it is of the ut- 
most importance that the confidence 
now possessed by the people of Eng- 
land, in the commercial and financia: 
stability of the Dominion, shall not 
be impaired. We, in London, fre- 
quently read interviews given to Cana- 
dian papers by persons from the other 
side, in which the statement is made 
that London has an iasatiable appetite 
for Canadian securities. Now I know 
whereof I speak, and I do not hesitate 
to say that such a statement is abso- 
lutely unfounded. On the contrary, 
it is most difficult to borrow money in 
England, or dispose offCanadian secu- 
rities outside of Dominion and provin- 
cial government and good municipal 
and railway bonds, and even with re- 
gard to the latter there is at times 
great difficulty. IT may say, however, 
that I believe that the British inveSt- 
ing public will, in time, become edu- 
cated to a better appreciation of the 
intrinsic merits of water power oom 
panies and general industries, but at 
the present time they pre not caaily 
attractive, and that is the reason the 
Bank of Montreal, when acting as a 
medium for the sale of such securities, 
evinces the utmost care. There are 
many high-class Canedian industrials 
which, if publicly offered, would not 
be looked at by the British publi, 


consequently the accumulation — cf 
éuch securities on the hands of the 
underwriters, for which there would 


be no real market, would be in the 
end prejudicial to the interests of 
Canada, as a whole, The public, I 
may say, have absorbed the securitie® 
of the Mexican Light, Heat and Power 
Company to a considerable extent 
which fact indicates that they are com- 
mencing to appreciate the excellence 
of this partioular class, although — it 
must he admitted that the process has 
been somewhat slow.” 

“Why do not the power companies 
appear attractive to the English in- 
vestor?”’ Mr. Taylor was asked. 

“It is no doubt because there is 
little or no water power in the United 
Kingdom,” 

Mr. Taylor, in speaking of public 
issues» generally, stated that one 
frequently hears a good deal of dis- 
satisfaction expressed at the fact of 
Canadian :nwiicipalities offering their 
evecurities by competition; and in this 
connection he observed that from a 
Canadian point, of view it might ap- 
pear to be the better way, but he 1-

using their o’d machinery to avoid 
the oypense of buying new at present, 
This view, while probably correct to 
some extent, can hardly be said to 
apply to the majority of the people. of 
the provinee, who, with firm faith in 
the country are equipping themselves 
as well as possible in order that they 
may take advantage of a. good har- 
vest to the fullest extent possible.

Terrible Crime Committed on Far-otf 
Alaskan Island. 


Valdez, Alaska, Angust 28-—Hlemen- 
tal passions aroused in the bosom ot 
ai unwilling bride, far from the Ifmits 
of civilization on the little island of 
Atugnak, culminated in one of te 
mest atrocious murders yet recorded

Peter S. Kavoresoof was a woods- 
man who recently had been married 
te a nineéteen-year-old girl +f the local 
Greek Catholic Church. They went 
to their home at Ouzinky, where the 
bridegroom, who was much older than 
his wife, had a smallifarm, The brid: 
hated and feared her husband. 

Not long after George Pestriakoo’, 
oa former adinirer of the young woman, 
followed and she begged him to free 
her from her hated alliance. Pestria 
soof succumbed willingly to imple 
ing and felled Kavorezoof with a heavy 
axe. The only witness to the terrible 
tragedy was the dead man's twelye- 
year-okl son by a former marriage. 
MacRena intimidated the lad anc 
compelled hin to assist- her in dis- 
posing of the body, Then the slayer 
and the woman fled. Two days lates 
the woman broke down. and admitted 
tne crime. She justified it, how- 
ever, by making charges of extreme 
cruelty against her husband. 

Pestriakoof has no regret for the 
part he played, rather glorying in the 
deed beeause he says he sought to de- 
liver the woman who he leved from 
the terror in which she twas living, 
It is believed he will plead justifiable 
knowing his attachment, hadi 
threatened Pestriakoof’s life.

C. P. Ri Officials Say,Shipments Are 


Very Heavy---No Change io 
Edmonton Rates. 


A number of officials of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway who are totr- 
ing. Western Canada looking into the 
conditions prevailing in, the freight 
traffic department of that road, came 
up from the south yesterday and are 
guests at the Alberta hotel. They are 
F. W. Peters, of Winnipeg, assistant 
to the second vice-president; W. R. 
McInnes, of Montrealy general freight 
traffic manager; W. B. Lannigan, of 
Winnipeg, assistant freight traffic 
manager of western lines; and John 
Halstead. of Calgary, assistant gen- 
eral freight agent oi C. P. R. western 
lines. The party are looking into the 
conditions of freight traffie over theif 
roud from Edmonton and will return 
south tomorrw. 

Interviewed regarding the purpose 
of their trip by a Bulletin representa- 
tive this morning, Mr. Peters etated 
that they were making an annual tour 
of inspection of the principal western 
agencies of the company. Messre. Me- 
innes and Lannigan went west on the 
Crow’s Nest Pass railway a few weeks 
ago und visited, Spokane, Seattle, Ta- 
coma, Vancouyer and other coust ag- 
encies. They were very. enthusiastic 
over the business conditions, through- 
out the whole of Western Canada. Bus- 
iness in British Columbia is better 
than for some years past. Tho fruit 
industry is adding greatly to the 
wealth of the province, and the min- 
ing and smelting industries are rap- 
idly improving, and he looks for a 
great development in both lines in the 
near-future. Although the lumber in- 
dustry has been comparatively quiet 
jor the past year, the magnificent crop 
in the entire country east of the 
Rockies cannot fail to have a bene- 


ficial effect. 
Mr. Peters, who was formerly, gen-

is therefore in elose touch with the 
work of that department, joined them 
at Calgary. He states that conditions 
in the freight department are very sat- 
present, A good grain

The eoil is a rich, black loam with 
an average depth of two feet. The 
subsoil is a dark, brown clay, many 
feet in depth. The rainy season oc- 
curs in June and July, leaving the 
remainder of the year free to do all 
classes of outdoor work, and even if 
the rainy season is short, no damage 
can come to the crops thereby, as 
there is sufficient moisture in the clay 
to mature any crop, Grain can be 
threshed in the open field during the 
iall months. The winter months are 
clear and mild, with an occasional 
colder period lasting only a few days, 

Wheat, oats, barley and all kinds of 
cereals, vegetables and fruits grow in 
*bundanece. [t is not uncommon to 
find yieldy of wheat running as high 
as 56 bushels to the acre, and oats as 
high as 110, although the average is 
forty of the former and sixty of the 
latter, 

Horses, cattle, sheep and hogs are 
successfully raised upon the native 
wrasses. Cattle are turned off the 
‘ange direct to the English market, 

Coal is abundant throughout the 
distriet, Wood to the west and along 
the courses of the rivers to the east is 
always at hand, Water is easily ob- 
tained, Plenty of game and fish of 
many kinds are found in all the lakes 
and rivers, 

Wetaskiwin’s citizens are deserved-

THE NEW, PATENTS ACT. 
Became Operative in Britain Yester- 
day—-Will Net Country $125,000,000. 


London, Aug, 28.—The year of graci 
granted to foreigners under the new 
patent act expires to-day, henceforti 
forvign patents in this country may 
be revoked by Great Britain after 5 
reasonable interval, unless the patent 
ed article is manufactured or the pa 
tened process is operated in the Unit 
ed Kingdom to an adequate extent. 

A great number of foreign firms al- 
ready have taken sites and started 
works in Great Britain, many others 
are making arrangements to do so. 
These are mainly German and Ameri- 
can firms, Sir Alfred Jones, head of 
a prominent firm of shipowners, esti- 
mites that $125,000,000 will thus be 
invested here for the manufacture of 
articles from forty manufactured 
abroad, and a prominent expert im 
patent law thinks no fewer than 8,000 
patents granted to forcigners will comu

"NEW JERSEY’S WAR 
ON SUNDAY SELLING. 


Governor Fort Threatens to Send 


Troops Into Atlantic City to En- 


force State Law Against Sale of 
Liquor on Surday—Tomorrow Will 
be Gomparatively Dry. 


Atlantic City, NJ., Aug 28—The ae- 
tion of Governor Fort, in issuing a 
proclamation to the people of New 
Jersey, threatening to send troops into 
this famous resort to enforce the state 
iiquor laws, unless the people of At- 
lantie City observed the law, caused 
a sensation today among the recidents 
and the thousands of summer visit- 
ors. 

Close on the heels of the governor's 
proclamation another sensation was 
sprung at May's Landing, the county 
seat of Atlantic county, when the 
grand jury abruptly refused to obey 
the instructions of the court to return 
indictnfents against excise violators. 

Supreme Court Justice Thomas W. 
Trenchard. who had been requested 
by Governor Fort to sit with the 
county judge, was so incensed at the 
action of the grand jury that he in- 
stantly discharged it with a severe 
reprimand, } 

What the result of the proclamation 
will be, remains to be seen, but it ie 
freely predicted that it will be much 


more difficult to purchase liquor in; 


the seaside resort next Sunday than 
on any other Sabbath in the history 
of the town. Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Gaskin, who is here assisting 
County Prosecator Goldenburg in the 
excise cases, says the governor can 
call out the troops, although it is an 
unusual procedure. The goverior’s 
power to declare martial law, he says, 
cannot be questioned. 


Open Sunday Wanted. 

It is claimed by the county officials 
and the hotel men that 95 per cent. of 
the people of Atlantic City are in 
taver of an open Sunday. 

The controversy between the court 
and the grand jury started a week ago. 
Prior to that the étate excise commis- 
sion apent several days here imvestigat- 
ing the excise question, At the hear- 
ings of the commission Mayor Stoy, 
Prof. Johnson and others practically 
told the investigators that they, would 
enforce the excise laws because 
the sentiment of. the people — wa: 
againat them. The evidence was so 
startling that it was laid before the 
governor, who requested — Justice 
Trenchard to sit with Judge Higbe in 
Atlantie country and take charge of 
the matter. 

The grand jury was summoned last 
week and brought in indictments 
igainst two alleged gamblers, and ad- 
iourned until today without consider- 
ng any excise caseé, 

When the grand jury came into the 
‘ourt today, Justice Trenchard ad- 
ireased the members as follows: 

“Tt understand that all cases have 
been presented to your 1 have sent 
or you in order that the clerk may 
ake the indictments.” 

When asked by the clerk if the 
crand jury had any indictment to pre- 
wnt, Jos. W. Salus, the foreman of 
he jury, said that it had ot this time 
ind would rather it had not consid- 
‘red all the cases presented. 

Justice Trenchard then said that the 
sourt would sit until indictments were 
‘ound in the excise cases, and the 
‘ury retired. 

The jurors returned late in the after 
oon and presented three indictments 
wo ggainst an alleged gambling hous: 
‘nd one against » man who is charg- 
dd with selling obscene postal cards 
fustice Trenchard read the bills of in- 
lictment, and throwing them on his 
lesk said: “I notice that you have 
not presented indictments for the il- 
éval sale of liquor on Sunday
